My last parole ‘eligibility’ hearing was in March 
of this year. | was ‘set-off until August, ‘95.” 
*** Job assignment?: “We are not paid for our 
labor. | am a ‘porter in the Bus Repair. In that 
piant prisoners virtuaiiy rebuiid buses, trucks, 
vans, cars, etc. for the ‘state’, various public 
school districts, ‘impounded’ vehicles, etc. 
Prisoner labor in this plan secures for the 
‘state’ an average of 1 million dollars annually.” 
*** Health?” “Chronic headaches and chronic 
lower back pain resulting from cracked verte- 
brae and deteriorating disc. Was ‘unassigned 
by the specialist at John Seely Hospital in 
Galveston, TX. It Has a contract with the Texas 
DOC. TDCJ officials here have ignored the 
specialists and are forcing me to work.” *** 
Obadele is co-chair of Black Fist Collective and 
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a member of the National Coalition of Blacks 
for Reparations in America. He is working on 
“The Goldfront Project.” He tells about it: “We 
all know that [some of] our youth are engaged 
in destructive behavior...that our communities 
are in a state of emergency! ...We see that 
those of us who are imprisoned have a re- 
sponsibility to bear for some of the destruction 
being visited upon our communities. Recogniz- 
ing and bearing that responsibility. We have 
developed an initiative which we are confident 
will contribute some to stemming the 
tide....One way we believe will help is to bring 
[our youth] into the penitentiaries for intense 
tours of the entire dehumanizing process and 
discussions with those of us in here who can 
effectively demonstrate to them the relationship 
between their self-destructive actions, destruc- 
tion of our communities, and prisons, and how 
they are only helping those who would rather 
see them locked-up, or dead, by continuing 
upon the path a lot of them are on and are 
headed....” *** For more information contact:

ness...so that he could not testify on my be- 
haif... The public defender office appointed to

...has hired a private investigator to locate and 
convince the key witness...to come forward 
and tell the truth about my case....” *** 
Maulana has made available [through This Just 
In... ] information about how to legally change 
your name. He, after some effort, is now, no 
longer, known by his slave name. ***

writing, avid reader, playing chess, playing 
softball, discoursing about world events.” ***

Eric Wildcat Hall writes from State Correc- 
tional Institution in Pittsburgh, PA: “Recent dis- 
ciplinary action and results: Possession of 
contraband: 3 styrofoam cups (only 2 al- 
lowed); 5 two-foot sections of mennon treated 
toilet paper twists burnt like incense to light 
cigarettes so that matches can be conserved. 
We only get one book of matches a week and 
that’s only if you buy the one pouch Bugler per 
week limit from the prison commissary: 4 post- 
age forms used when sending out overweight 
mail; 2 snuff containers; 1 charred top tobacco 
pouch used as container to hold cup of break- 
fast coffee being heated over burning toilet pa- 
per.--Sanction: 3C more days in the hole.” *** 
“Refusal to get hair cut; disobeying direct order 
to do so--Sanction: 15 more days in the hole.” 
*** “Refusal to accept cell partner; disobeying 
direct order to do so--Sanction: 30 more days 
in the hole.” *** Struggle update; number of 
long hairs in the hole has increased from 3 to 
4, comprised of 2 Native American Indians; 1 
African American (?) Jamaican--don’t know he 
is in another part of hole--Rastafarian!; 1 Afri- 
can American Coptic-Rasta.” *** “Health 
problems: Refused all meal trays from Aug.22 
to Sept.23, ‘94” [This was beginning of intermit- 
tent fasting until October 14.] *** “Prison Supt. 
White recommended transfer to ‘Special Man- 
agement Unit’. Transfer further recommended 
by Deputy Commissioner T. Fulcomer of West- 
ern PA Region. Transfer petition forwarded to 
PA. DOC Commissioner Lehman for final de- 
cision. I’m cleaning the cell and packing pa- 
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pers into 9 X 12 envelopes. Destination, Jour- 
ney to the Spirit Land--but I’d rather walk into 
the Pittsburgh, PA State Correctional Institu- 
tion’s dining hall.” *** In the Spirit of Crazy 
Horse....”
